Gsbourue, and the Brit­ 
ish consul, E. B. 8. Maxse, protesting 
that the action of the chief justice in 
Ruing Herr Grosmuhl was au infringe­ 
ment of 
German 
consular rights. 
Messrs. Osbourne and Maxse jointly 
replied in their otlieial capacity, that 
the prop r tribunal having dealt with 
the matter, the consuls coaid uot inter­ 
fere. 
“ More than this, they declined to 
have mrrher intercourse with the Ger­ 
man consul or tile German municipal 
president, except in writ ug, or to at­ 
tend m eetings, except to consider the 
acts of the m u n ic ip a l C ouncil of Apia, 
unless an apology, with tub retraction, 
were on en d for the behavior toward 
Chief J u s t ic e Chambers. 
At the same 
time, the supreme court summoned Dr. 
Raffel for contempt of court iu releas­ 
ing Herr Grosmuhl.”

The man was very clever 
A visitor saw him make a penguin egg 
that could not be distinguished from 
the real one that served him for a model 
He made the shell of plaster of paris, 
burned and glazed. 
The egg was in 
tended for a man who furnished e g g s 
fora foreign scientific collection These 
im itations are not difficult, for among 
the real eggs of most species there are 
so many varieties that even the most 
practiced expert could not distinguish 
all of them. 
The eggs of the common flycatcher 
are very cheap. By chemical treatment 
they acquire a bluish green shining col 
or and are then sold at a very high 
price as the eggs of the silktail 
From 
common duck eggs are fabricated the 
eggs of a falcon, for which 40 or OO 
francs are paid. The duck eggs, for fb i* 
purpose, are given a silver green color 
Pigeon and wood pigeon eggs are also 
transformed into rarer products of mid 
dling sized birds 
N ightingales’ eggs 
are difficult to procure, and are then* 
fore very dear 
They are imitated by 
coloring larks’ eggs brown The egg for 
ger was for a long tim e an assistant in 
a natural history museum in the prov 
inces.— London News.

C aptain John R. B artlett of the navy 
told a story tho other night a t the ban­ 
quet of the Society of the Colonial 
W ars in New York th at aroused much 
laughter at the expense of the m any 
arm y officers present. Captain B artlett 
told how much it worried him, when he 
was p ut in charge of the office of naval 
intelligence during the war, to hear a 
woman he knew explain th at the naval 
intelligence office was a place where 
sailors applied fur places in the navy. 
ju st as cooks, waitresses and the like 
applied to civilian ‘‘intelligence of­ 
fices. 
"N o t long after I went to W ashing­ 
to n ,” C aptain B artlett said, ‘‘a messen­ 
ger came into my office and said: 
“ ‘The com plim ents of the commis­ 
sary general of subsistence of the army 
to C aptain B artlett, and can he tell him 
of som eplace where he can hire a Swed­ 
ish nursegirl. ’ 
‘‘This is the answ er th at was sent 
b ack: 
** ‘Captain B artlett’s compliments to 
the commissary general of subsistence 
of the arm y, and he knows nothing 
about Swedish nurse girls, although he 
can tell him a lot about arm y tra n s­ 
ports. ’ ” 
W hen the laughter subsided, Captain 
B artlett explained th at the navy once 
had a board on transports of which Ad­ 
m iral Erben was the head, which had 
collected a great am ount of inform ation 
regarding vessels available for use as 
transports and the best ways of fitting 
out such vessels. The arm y never called 
for this inform ation, however, and Cap­ 
tain B artlett fears his message was 
misunderstood. 
New York Sun. 
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Tlu* American Newspaper Publishers 
association has prepared a brief for the 
consideration of the joint high commis­ 
sion for the adjustm ent of questions be­ 
tween the United States and Canada, 
calling attention to tho urgency of a 
provident policy which shall protect and 
preserve our forests. 
‘‘The best authority in the United 
S tates.” says the brief, ‘‘says th at the 
denudation of our forests by pulp mills 
and sawmills 
iii the four states of 
Maine. New Hampshire, Vermont and 
New York is progressing a t the rate of 
1,700 square miles per annum. 
Tin 
chief of the bureau of forestry of the 
departm ent of agriculture at W ashing 
ton calculates that forest fires are caus­ 
ing an annual loss of $20,000,000. 
‘‘Tho latest records of tho geogra­ 
phical survey show th at the low w ater 
level of our im portant lakes and rivers 
has been declining .steadily for the last 
ten years, reaching the lowest point in 
the year IMO), and th at the decline of 
the w ater level on Lakes Huron and 
M ichigan is especially noticeable. Many 
lakes in the Northwest have entirely 
disappeared. 
‘‘In considering the tim ber problem 
of the country spruce wood constitutes 
a most im portant factor. 
There is no 
available spruce in the U nited States 
west of New York except a lim ited 
am ount in W est Virginia, a patch of 
50,000 acres iii Michigan owned by N i­ 
agara paper mills and a sim ilar area in 
Wisconsin. 
It is therefore fair to con­ 
sider the question of preserving the 
spruce forests as applying m ainly to 
New England and New Y ork.” 
The paper says th at the states of 
Maine, New Ham pshire and Vermont 
are being rapidly denuded of their pine 
and spruce treea 
In regard to New 
York it says 
‘‘In tin* year 1894 tho state of New 
York took a determ ined stand against 
the destruction of its forests by setting 
aside the Adirondack park, which con­ 
tains 2,807.700 out of 8,588,803 acres 
of available spruce area in the state 
An appropriation of $1,500,000 has 
been made recently for the acquirem ent 
of additional forests, and the people of 
the state have recognized the fact that 
the stripping of forests and the almost 
inevitable forest fires which attend that 
stripping have involved immense pub 
lie concerns, producing disastrous floods, 
affecting the flow of the rivers, destroy 
ing agricnlture and m anufacture.” 
Gifford Pinehot, chief of the forestry 
bureau of the national departm ent of 
agriculture, is then quoted on tho evil 
lesults following the destruction of for­ 
ests. and attention is called to the fart 
th at Philadelphia’s w ater supply has 
suffered because of the stripping of tim ­ 
ber a t the headw aters of the Schuylkill 
river. 
The work of forestry associations in 
different states is then spoken of, and 
the brief says: 
‘‘Conditions have radically changed 
since the early settlers cleared away the 
virgin forest. 
Millions of population 
m ust now be considered, and climate, 
health, w ater supply and kindred m at­ 
ters present new problems for govern 
m ental action.

Tim American Newspaper Publishers 
association has prepared a brief for the 
consideration of the joint high commis­ 
sion for th" adjustment of questions be­ 
tween the United States and Canada, 
calling attention to tho urgency of a 
provident policy which shall protect and 
preservo our forests. 
"The best authority in the United 
States.” says tho brief, "says that the 
denudation of our forests by pulp mills 
and sawmills 
in tho four states of 
Maine, New Hampshire, Vermont and 
New York is progressing at the rate of 
1,700 square miles per annum. 
The 
chief of tho bureau cf forestry of tilt 
department of agriculture at Washing 
ton calculates that forest fires are caus­ 
ing an annual loss of $20,000,000 
"The latest records of tho geogra­ 
phical survey show that tho low water 
level of our important lakes and rivers 
has been declining steadily for the last 
ten years, reaching tin1 lowest point in 
the year 1*90, and that the decline of 
the water level on Lakes Huron and 
Michigan is especially noticeable. Many 
lakes iii the Northwest have entirely 
disappeared. 
"In considering tho timber problem 
of the country spruce wood constitutes 
a most important factor. 
There is no 
available spruce in the United States 
west of New York except a limited 
amount in West Virginia, a patch of 
50,000 acres in Michigan owned by Ni­ 
agara paper mills and a similar area in 
W isconsin 
It is therefore fair to con­ 
sider the question of preserving the 
spruce forests as applying mainly to 
New England and New York.” 
The paper says that the states of 
Maine, New Hampshire and Vermont 
are being rapidly denuded of their pine 
and spruce trees. 
In regard to New 
York it says- 
"In the year 1894 the state of New 
York took a determined stand against 
the destruction of its forests by setting 
aside the Adirondack park, which con­ 
tains 2,807,760 out of 8,588,803 acres 
of available spruce area in the state 
An appropriation of $1,500,000 has 
been made recently for the acquirement 
of additional forests, and the people of 
the state have recognized the fact that 
the stripping of forests and the almost 
inevitable forest fires which attend that 
stripping have involved immense pub­ 
lic concerns, producing disastrous floods, 
affecting the flow of the rivers, destroy 
ing agriculture and manufacture. ” 
Gifford Pinehot, chief of the forestry 
bureau of the national department of 
agriculture, is then quoted on tho evil 
lesults following the destruction of for­ 
ests, and attention is called to the fart 
that Philadelphia’s water supply has 
suffered because of the stripping of tim ­ 
ber at the headwaters of the Schuylkill 
river. 
The work of forestry associations in 
different states is then spoken of, and 
the brief says: 
"Conditions have radically changed 
since the early settlers cleared away the 
virgin forest. 
Millions of population 
must now be considered, and climate, 
health, water supply and kindred m at­ 
ters present new problems for govern 
mental action. 
"The interests of the public generally 
as distinguished from those of a class — 
lumbermen—require the conservation 
of the forest resources. In view of these 
serious aspects of the situation we are 
confident that an enlightened self in­ 
terest will impel the treaty makers in 
dealing with Canada to follow that 
provident policy which shall keep our

AN ECCENTRIC SHELL. 


S t r a n g e A c t i o n o f t h e P r o j e c t i l e T h a t 
Hit the B a lt im o r e . 
Joseph L. Stickney, w riting about the 
battle of Manila in H arper's Magazine 
for February, describes the action of a 
80 pound shell as follows: 
Aside from 
the bad marksmanship of the Spanish 
gunners, there seemed to be an extraor­ 
dinary lack of killing quality in the 
shells which hit our vessels. There prob­ 
ably was never before known such an 
experience as th at of the Baltimore. 
A 
60 pound armor piercing shell, fired u n ­ 
doubtedly from the Canacao battery on 
shore, entered the Baltimore about 2 
feet above the upper deck on the star­ 
board side, betwf en the after 6 inch gun 
and the J pounder mounted on tho rail 
This shell,after piercing tw o thicknesses 
of steel one-quarter of an inch thick, 
struck the deck and penetrated till it 
reached one of the heavy deck beams, 
which it cracked clear through. 
It was 
then deflected upward, corning out of 
the wooden deck and tearing its way 
through th** steel combing of the engine] 
room skylight, again passing through 
two quarter inch plates. As it had been 
turned sideways on rising from the deck, 
the holes it made through these plates 
were about IM inches long by 6 inches 
wide 
ragged, torn spots, very unlike 
th** clean cut punctures made by such a 
shell when entering point foremost. 
Leaving the skylight, the shell, rang­ 
ing slightly forward, struck tin* coil 
cylinder of the port 6 inch gun of the 
quarterdeck, disabling the carriage. At 
last it met an object strong enough to 
resist its attack 
t he steel shield which 
curved in front of the gun in a com­ 
plete semicircle. 
Following this < nrv**, 
the shell came out on the forward side 
of the carriage, traveling in a direction 
exactly opposite to its former course 
until it reached th** starboard side of 
the ship again, where it struck a steel 
ventilator and was finally stopped. 
in other words, this shell passed 
through one inch of steel, ripped up a 
deck, broke a deck beam and bulged a 
shield about an inch out of its original 
shape. 
It crossed the Baltimore from 
starboard side to port and back again!

The American Newspaper Publishers 
association has prepared a brief for the 
consideration of the joint high commis­ 
sion for the adjustm ent of questions be­ 
tween the United States and Canada, 
calling attention to the urgency of a 
provident policy which shall protect and 
preserve our forests. 
“ The best authority in the United 
States," says the brief, “ says th at the 
denudation of our forests by pulp mills 
arid sawmills 
in the four states of 
Maine, New Hampshire, Vermont and 
New York is progressing at the rate of 
1,700 square miles per annum. 
Tile 
chief of the bureau of forestry of tlu 
department of agriculture at W ashing 
ton calculates that forest fires are caus­ 
ing an annual loss of $30,000,000. 
“ The latest records pf the geogra­ 
phical survey show that the low water 
level of our important lakes and rivers 
has been declining steadily for the last 
ten years, reaching the lowest point in 
the year 1896, and th at the decline of 
the water level on Lakes Huron and 
Michigan is especially noticeable. Many 
lakes in the Northwest have entirely 
disappeared. 
“ In considering the timber problem 
of the country spruce wood constitutes 
a most important factor. 
There is no 
available spruce in the United States 
west of New York except a limited 
amount in West Virginia, a patch of 
50,000 acres iii Michigan owned by N i­ 
agara paper mills and a similar area in 
Wisconsin. 
It is therefore fair to con­ 
sider the question of preserving the 
spruce forests as applying mainly to 
New England and New York.” 
The paper says that the states of 
Maine, New Hampshire and Vermont 
are being rapidly denuded of their pine 
and spruce trees. 
In regard to New 
York it says 
“ In the year 1894 the state of New 
York took a determined stand against 
the destruction of its forests by Hotting 
aside the Adirondack park, which con­ 
tains 3,807,760 out of 8,588,808 acres 
of available spruce area in the state 
An appropriation of 
$1,500,000 has 
been made recently for the acquirement 
of additional forests, and the people of 
the state have recognized the fact that 
the stripping of forests and the almost 
inevitable forest fires which attend that 
stripping have involved immense pub­ 
lic concerns, producing disastrous floods, 
affecting the flow of the rivers, destroy 
ing agriculture and m anufacture.” 
Gifford Pinchot, chief of the forestry 
bureau of the national department of 
agriculture, is then quoted on tho evil 
iesnlts following the destruction of for­ 
ests, and attention is called to the fact 
that Philadelphia’s water supply has 
suffered because of the stripping of tim ­ 
ber at the headwaters of the Schuylkill 
river. 
The work of forestry associations in 
different states is then spoken of, and 
the brief says: 
“ Conditions have radically changed 
since the early settlers cleared away the 
virgin forest. 
Millions of population 
must now be considered, and climate, 
health, water supply and kindred m at­ 
ters present new problems for govern 
mental action. 
“ The interests of the pnblic generally 
as distinguished from those of a class 
lumbermen 
require the conservation 
of the forest resources. In view of these 
serious aspects of the situation we are 
confident that an enlightened self in­ 
terest will impel the treaty makers in 
dealing with Canada to follow that 
provident policy which shall keep our 
future wants in view, and which shall 
not put a premium upon the destruction 
of great national treasures. 
“ The present wasteful method will 
inflict upon the agricultural interests 
in the country an injury which will be 
felt in every part, and which in the 
mountainous regions threatens to be-
